French Say Germans Must Now Reckon 
with Ardent, Audacious Troops. 


“The American army has gained 
@® S@nuine victory at high speed,” 
says Col. de Thomasson, the military 
critic, who pays tribute to the Amer!t- 
can staff and troops for their hav- 
ing in such a brief time attained the 
high stan of efficiency they have 
displayed. Continuing he says: 

OUR SHOCK TROOPS. 


“It may be said at once that Gen. 
Pershing's whock army hés given 
fresh proof of the very high value 
of the American. troops. To have 
crossed in one bound the (deleted) 
is an exploit thé more brilliant in 
that in this Woeyre region there can 
be no .question of maneuvering. 

“During the year 1917 the interiot 
of the St, Mihiel pocket was, so t 
say, honeycombed with fortifi 
works, While Wotan, Siegfried and 
Albersch lines were organized from 
Lens to the Chemin des Dames, the 
Germans had constructed positions 
in. an almost straight line from 
Besonvaux (northeast of Verdun 
and seven miles west of Etain) to 
Noveant - sur - Moselle, running 
through Labeuville and Pusieux. 

“We even believed in the spring 
of 1917 that the enemy was about 
to abandon the St. Mthiel salient at 
the same time as the Lassigny one. 
They did not, because they desired, 
first, to continve encircie Verdun 
from the east; nd, to cut at St. 
Mihiel the Commercy-Verdun Rail- 
road, obliging us to avoid the Com- 
mercy etation and make a detour by 
GCondrecourt to communicate with 
Nancy; third, to keep the Briey min- 
ing basin far from the firing line. 
Those probably were the same rea- 
sons which stopped Gen. Luden- 
dorff recently from straightening the 
front between the Meuse heights and 
the Moselle.” 

To say that last night's Americen 
official report revealed an achieve- 
ment far in excess of what had been 
expected is no disparagement of the 
American army, but the moral effect 
in France seems in consequence of 
this to measure well up with the 
military results attained. 

The American soldiers now in 
Paris are being lonized by the peo- 
ple of the city who stop the men on 
the streets and grip their hands in 
congratulation over the victory. 

In general, the military com- 
mentators er to reserve judg- 
ment of the full effects of the offen- 
sive until more ample detatis are 
available.

MIHIEL WELCOMES YANKS.

was played and the civilians 
restraint in the prebence of the 
visitora broke down completely. 


Women crowded forward ostensibly 
to shake the Secretary's hand, but 
instead they kissed his hands and 
wept and then thev folned In a 
chorus of thankfulness. There were 
no speeches, but many times Secre- 
tarvy Baker responded briefly to ex- 
pressions of gratitude often times 
half hysterically utteréd by the 
women and children.

REDLANDS, Sept. 14.—That the 
opening price in Navel oranges this 
year will break all records was the 
opinion of the experts of the Mutual 
Orange Distributors of this city ex- 
pressed at the annual meeting which 
was held today at the offices in this 
city. About forty-five of the dl- 
rectors and stockholders of the as- 
sociation attended. 

It was stated that the Navel crop 
in Southern California will be larger 
than the first reports, probably in 
the neighborhood of 60 per cent, of 
a normal crop. The oranges are 
now of good size and indications are 
that there will be a fair shipment for 
the Christmas pool. There were 
several thousand cars of off-Dloom 
Valencias last year shipped from 
November to February and for that 
reason the opening price on navels 
was lower than the price later in 
the season, something very unusual. 

This year there are no off-bloom 
oranges to be shipped and the 
markets will be cleared of Califor- 
nia oranges before the Christmas 
navels are shipped. Cc. P. Barley, 
general manager of the distributors, 
said he had received optimistic re-

#0 as to have the quarters ready for 
the, men by the first of October, 
when the work of the 8.A.T.C. be- 
gins.

SINGLE TAXISM 
IS DENOUNCED. 


Speakers Show How the Fad 
Takes Small Home. 


Declare its Effect Would be 
Heartrending. 


Editors of Southland Asked to 
Fight the Menace. — 


The proposed single tax legisia- 
tion which appears on the California 
ballot at the November State elec- 
tion was termed pro-German in the 
wrecking effects it would have on 
business conditions by speakers at 
a luncheon given yesterday by the 
People’s Anti-Single Tax League at 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club to 
members of the Southern California 
Editorial Association. Stoddard 
Jess denounced the proposed law as 
a menace to the welfare of all the 
people. 

“If single tax becomes law,” said 
Mr. Jess, “it means confiscation of 
the property ot the small farmer, 
and the owner of the small home. 
It will have heartrending results to 
every bank depositor and  stock- 
holder and insurance policyholder, 
as it will wipe out the land values 
in which the securities of these 
banks and companies are invested, 
and there are more than .350,000 


r. Milbank Johnson told how the 
proposed single tax legislation will 
disorganize induatry, “demoralize 
our people, and thus help the 
Kaiser and hamper us in winning 
this war.” 

Dr. Johnson also denounced 
amendment No. 26 which will, if 
passed, foist on the State another 
member of the family of the forty 
fat edémmisstons—a health commis- 
sion whigh will try to regulate sick- 
ness, bifths, medical examinations 
and “heaven knows what else at an 
expense to the texpayérs of millions 
of dollars,” said Dr. Johnson.

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SENATORIAL PRIMARIES. 
The American electorate has faced the 
test of the loyalty issue in the recent pri- 
“maries and, with one or two deplorable ex- 
ceptions, has refused renomination to those 
members of Congress whose pacifist or pro- 
German utterances had brought their loy- 
alty under suspicion. There is scant com- 
fort for the Buzzard of Berlin in the Sen- 
atorial primaries. With the exception of 
‘Norris of Nebraska, the un-American mi- 
nority in the Senate has been wiped out; 
and Norris owes his victory at the prima- 
ries to a direct primary law which was 
drawn, like California's direct primary law, 
with the intent of vesting control of the 
State offices and government in a minority 
faction of the electorate. In California it is 
the commissions; in Nebraska the aliens. 
Medill McCormick of Illinois has beaten 
Mayor Thompson of Chicago handsomely for 
the Republican Senatoria] nomination, de 
spite the fact that two loyalists were run- 
ning against Thompson whose un-American 
utterances contrast sharply with the splen- 
did Americanism displayed by the Illinois 
regiments on the western front. . Thomp- 
son’s defeat is a blow alike to the pro-Ger- 
man and labor-union elements in [linois, | 
Senator Vardaman was badly beaten in 
Mississippi by Patrick Harrison, a militant 
loyalist: Vardaman was a biatant pacifist 
and a rabid wnion-laborite. By his retire-~ 
ment Senator Johnson of California loses 
his entire Senatorial following. Vardaman 
always expressed a high admiration for 
Johnson because the latter, like Vardaman, 
made the Governorship a stepping stone to 
the Senate, and*Vardaman complacently ob- 
served, “Gov. Johnson's platform and cam- 
paign in 1916 was a replica of my campaiga 
of 1912.” Perhaps Vardaman will now. re- 
peat to the junior California Senator a few 
lines from “Lochiel’s Warning.” 
In Georgia where, as in Mississippi, Sen- | 
ators are practically elected in the Demo- 
cratic primary, W. J. Harris, a red-blooded 
American, has beaten Senator Hardwick, 
pacifist, for the Democratic nomination. 
Mr. Harris was formerly chairman &f the 


prominent in patriotic war activities. The 
loyalist issue was uppermost in the Georgia 
campaign. 

Jeannette Rankin was beaten for renom- 
ination in Montana, not because she was a 
woman, but because she voted against de- 
claring war on Germany and because she 
was a part ofthe pacifist minority. Her war 
record was the issue and on that issue 
O: M. Landstrum won. It is regrettable 
that the first Congresswoman should have 
been retired at the close of her first term 
on a loyalty issue, But it is so written. 

Randall's defeat for the Republican Con- 
gressional nomination in California bas‘ 
been regarded in the East as a loyalist tri- 
umph. But the easterners cannot under- 
stand how be came to get the Democratic 
nomination. The fact that the Democrats 
of California renominated Randall and voted 
themselves out of a candidate for Governor 
has robbed them of all the prestige they 
won When the State voted for Wilson in 
1916. It is now apparent that Wilson's vic- 
tory was due to Progressive-Republican 
treachery and not to Democratic valor or 
strategy. | 

The case of Senator Norris of Nebraska 
discloses the depravity of the direct pri- 
mary. It will be recalled that the present 
California primary law was modeled as 
closely after the Nebraska law as the State 
Constitution would permit. For a number 
of years the pro-German element has con- 
trolled Nebraska politics. The blection laws 
have been so drawn that an alien ifs 


Mmited to American citizens. While 
such a provision threatens the very 
existence of our republic, it is. never- 
theless a part of the election laws of 
Nebraska. An alien obtains the 


right of suffrage by declaring his in- 


tent to become an American citizen. 
This clause was written into the 
Constitution of Nebraska to insure 
German dominance of an American 
State; and in the election of a Unit- 
ed States Senator it succeeded. Nor- 
ris ran on his anti-war record. ‘He 
owes his renomination to the ma- 
jorities he received in the German 
districts of Nebraska. By taking 
out their first citizenship papers Ger- 
mans were able to vote for him in 
the primaries. The result of the 
Nebraska primary has disclosed a 
condition which should be remedied 
by a Federal amendment to the Con- 
stitution providing that none but 
bona fide citizens of the country may 
vote in any election. Contrary to 
general opinion, the Federal Consti- 
tution does not now so provide, _.

TO PRISONERS. 


Germans Put Captives Inside 


i. 


British Consul Gots Report 
from Government. 


Many Killed by Shells from 
Guns of Friends. 


A report issued by the British 
government on the treatment of 
British. and French prisoners of 
war who are held in the firing line, 
and many of whom have been killed 
by shells from the armies of the 
Allies, received yesterday by C. 
White Mortimer, British Consul at 
Los Angeles. The statements made 
in the report, Mr. Mortimer says, 


are vouched for by a very large 
number of persons. — 

The report says, in part: 

“It has been proved that as early 
as August, 1916, the German com- 
mand systematically employed Ger- 
man and other prisoners in forced 
labor close behind the western firing 
line. Thev were employed making 
roads, repairing railways, construct- 
ing light railways, digging trenches, 
erecting wire entanglements, making 
gun pits, loading ammunition, filling 
ammunition wagons, carrying trench 
mortars, and doing general fatigue 
work. 

“All this work. was dina under 
pain of death. Such work is forbid- 
den in the laws of war. Many Brit- 
ish prisoners were killed by tne 
British guns; more were wounded, 
and deaths from starvation and 
overwork were constant. 


SHELL KILLS SEVEN. 


In May, 1917, a British or French 
shell burst among a number of Brit- 
ish and French prisoners working 
behind the lines in Belgium. Seven 
were instantiv killed. 

“One instance is given of an Aus- 
tralian private, who, starving. had 
fallen out to pick up a piece of 
bread left on the road side by Bel- 
gian women for prisoners. He was 
shot and killed by the guard for so 
doing. 

“Prisoners working behind the 
lines were not reported by the Ger- 
mans and their relatives believed 
that they were dead. 

“In March, 1917, for example, a 
body of these prisoners who had 
been captured as long before as 
August, 1916, and had been kept at 
work by the Germans behind thefr 
lines @ver since, were returned to a 
parent camp in Germany weak and 
emaciated. On arrival there they 
found a number of their own 
names in the lists of missing men 
that had been sent from our War 
Office through Switzerland and 
posted in the camp.” 

TERRIBLE TREATMENT. 


In April, 1917, three British 
Pp esca over No Man's 
Land. They were received by a 
British General Staff officer. This 
is what he says of them, under date 
of April 18, 1917: 

“Three men escaped from behind 
the German lines to us the other 
day. They had been prisoners three 
months, and were literally nearly 
dead with Ill treatment and starva- 
tion. One of them could hardly 
walk, and was just a skeleton. He 
had gone down from thirteen stone 
to less than eight stone in three 
months. I fetched him back from

PORT HOUSING PROBLEM. 


business property are doing 

much to solve the housing 
problem in the harbor district. 
During the past month accommoda- 
tions for fifty families have been ! 
provided at the harbor by this class! 
of buildings on property too valuable 
for permanent dwellings, but not 
yet needed for business purposes. 

During the boom at the harbor 
about fifteen years ago much prop- 
erty far removed from the business 
center was sold at prices that put it 
out of the reach of homebuilders. 
Much of this property fell into the 
hands of Los Angeles owners who 
have had so much faith in the fu- 
ture of the harbor that they have 
been holding onto their property and 
paying taxes ever since. But this 
class of investors was so much. in 
the majority that the town did not 
grow for many years and owners 
began to feel that they were like 
the man who tried to lift himself 
by the bootstraps. Without im- 
provements the town could not grow, 
and all of them seemed to be wait- 
ing for the others to do the bulld-' 
ing. 

During the past five years, how- 
ever. there has been a decided im- 
provement. All the harbor towns 
have been growing rapidly. A 
pecullar condition at San Pedro was 
noted, however. While the popula- 
tion increased the number of stores 
did not. New merchants were un- 
able to get locations and those al- 
ready in busines« could not expand 
for lack of room. The result nas 
beer that, although since the ship-|- 
building activity started a year ego 
the pay roll at the harbor has 
jumped from about $250,000 a 
month to nearly $3,000,000 a month, 
there has not been a corresponding 
increase in retail business. In fact,; 
many merchants in the harbor dis- 
trict say they are doing very little 
more business than they were a 
year ago. 

That the business has been going 
out of town on account of the 
shortage of stocks and stores is 
shown by the amount of cash the 
harbor banks have to ship in by 
express to meet their pay checks.

The amount hag been increasing un- 
til the expressage has become quite 
an item of expense to the banks 
The fact that cash does not flow 
back into the banks shows that it is 
carried out of town by the people 
who earn their money in the har- 
bor district, but spend it elsewhere. 

Discouraged over the prospect of 
getting Los Angeles owners to make 
improvements on. their close-in 
property for needed business houses 
the harbor real estate agents have 
turned their attention to promoting 
bungalow courts on what the own- 
ers of the property feel will some 
day be in the business district. 

The bungalows can be moved off 
to make room for business blocks 
when the time comes to égrect them. 
it is argued, with little loss. One 
man has built ten three-room 
houses on sixty feet that pay him a 
return of 20 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. He expects to move the bun- 
galows off with little loss when the 
property is needed for business pur- 
poses after those who own closer in 
property make improvements or 
business is forced to expand into the 
present residence district by failure 
to make needed improvements.

TUNA SHORTAGE PROVES 
SERIOUS TO FISHERMEN. 


HANGES in ocean currents are) 
believed to be responsible fcr a 
scarcity of tuna and other fish 

during the past few months, accord- 
ing to H. Nasu, secretary of the 
Southern California Japanese Fish- 
erman’s Association. The tuna pack 
this season has been the lightest in 
the history of the industry, consider- 
ing the number cf boats and can- 
neries, 

Evidence that the currents have 
been changing during the past few 
months is shown by the temperature 


terey. Usually the water at Mon- 
terey runs from 56 to 59 deg., but 
this summer it has been recorded at 
62 to 64 deg. With the warm water, 
tune have been ught at Monterey 
this summer for the first time. 

This is not the first time that scar- 
city of fish has followed changes in 
ocean currents. In the year 1889 
there was a scarcity of fish, which 
became more plentiful up to 1892. In 
1896 there was another scarcity of 
fish, due to changes in ocean cur- 
rents. Fishermen noted that there 
Was a change in the prevailing winds 
coincident with the shortage of fish. 
Many of them now believe that if a 


careful study of weather’ conditions 


scarcity of fish might be predicted 
several seasons in advance. 

The short tuna season has worked 
a hardship on many of the fisher- 
men. There ere about 1500 Jap- 
anese at the harbor who depend on 
fishing for a livelihood. Manhy of 
them are preparing to return to 
ranch work because of the poor sea- 
son, and many boats will be tied up 
this winter. The remaining ones 
will engage in sardine fishing.

FUNGUS. 


Farm Advisers Urges Special 
_ Care for Tomatoes After 
the Rain. 


J. Eliot Coit, farm adviser 
for Los Angeles county, yes- 
terday issued the following 
statement: 

“After the present pericd of 
rainy weather, tomato grow- 
ers should watch their vines 
closely for any appearance of 
late or winter blight. This 
due to the same fungus which 
causes potato blight in the 
East. It only occurs in Cali- 
fornia in the fall and winter 
during and after periods of 
wet weather. In the past, en- 
tire crops of tomatoes have 
been ruined within a few days 
following a rain. 

“It is quite possible to con- 
trol this disease and prevent 
serious damage if, at the first 
appearance of the spots on the 
leaves, the vines are promptly 
sprayed with Bordeaux mix- 
ture. The proper strength of 
the mixture for tomato vines 
is bluestone, five pounds; lump 
lime, six pounds, and water, 
fifty gallons.”

LAW SCHOOL UNDER 
MILITARY ORDERS. 


Dean Frank M. Porter of the col- 
lege of law of the University of 
Southern California has received two 
telegrams from National Education- 
al Director MacLauron stating that 
the law school must adjust its cur- 
riculum to provide for enrollment 
from the Student Army Training 
Corps. These telegramns indicate 
that it is the policy of the govern- 
ment to progide potential officers 
and leaders, both during the war 
and afterwards, by encouraging 
young persons to continue tn school 
and college, and that their enroll- 
ment in professional wchools is espe- 
cially desirable. 

Dean F. M. Porter, Judge Gavin 
W. Craig and Claire 8S. Tappaan, 
acting as a committee, met yester- 
day morning and rearranged the 
law school curriculum to meet the 
requirements of the educational di- 
rector.

France.” James Irving of the Har- 
bour apartments, this city, yesterday 
received the following letter from 
Capt. Thompson, his brother-in-

w: 
“IT received your letter telling of 
the death of Mother Harmon, and, 
of course, my heart was saddened 
by- the news. Death among one's 
friends and loved ones is a sdérrow- 
ful thing always—and yet, over here 
one almost learns to smile at death. 
“I saw one hill that is reputed to 
have 60,000 graves in it—and I.tell 
you I felt lucky to see it from a dis- 
tance and not to be numbered 
among those who sleep there. I is 
a hill where the Germans and 
French have met in a number of 
conflicts, but I think it will be unly 
a short time now when the Huns will 
vacate it, leaving only their dead. 
“This is the seventh place I have 
been stationed in France. It is 
beautiful here. Red raspberries and 
huckleberried grow wild all over the 
mountains and all kinds of vegeta- 
bles are the largest I ever saw. 
“You would be surprised to see 
the boys from home so cheerful and. 
happy in thelr work or in the 
trenches——and I have seen them in 
both places. I wish I could tell you 
where .we are—but wait until I 
come back and I'll tell you where

KEEP ADVERTISING 


IN WAR TIME, TOO. 


BY HON. WILLIAM B. COLVER, 


Chairman Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, 


Discontinuance or even sharp cur- 
tallment of advertising because of 
temporary war ccnditions would 
seem to imperil the most valuable 
asset that any business has—namely, 
its goodwill. No more faulty logic 
can be found than that which would 
impel a manufacturer to cease build- 
ing for the future by means of ad- 
vertising simply because the output 
of his factory is, for the time being. 
restricted, cr because diversion of 
his facilities to war work has op- 
erated to withhold his goods from 
accustomed markets. In modern 
business there can be no sufficient- 
unto-the-day policy. . . 

There is scant justification, it 
would seem, for the misgivings of 
the advertiser whc is prone to al- 
low his investment in good will to 
go by default merely because he sus- 
pects that popular demand or the 
conditions of distribution may under- 
go some radical change after the 
war. If a business man is basing his 
expectations upon an unworthy prod- 
uct he might es well abandcn it once 
and for all. For the manufacturer, 
however, who has faith in his prod- 
uct there is every reason to have 
faith in the future and every incen- 
tive to take out insurance in the 
form of persistent advertising. 

The form that this wartime ad- 
vertising can take to best advantage 
ig a question for the judgment of the 
expertenced advertising men, who 
are familiar with the business inter-

IN MOSQUITOES. 


Tells of 


Work at Harbor. 


Deadly ‘Anopheles Frequents

EB. Osborne, official mosquito 
killer of Los Angeles county, now 
Sigaged in experimination on 


Winged pests around the marshes 
north of Long Beach, deciared yes- 
térday that he has dGimcovered a 
great many malaria-breeding mos- 
quitoes while at work in the harbor 


district. 

The malaria mosquito, Mr. Os- 
borme explains, is known as the 
enopheles. It is smilier than the 
other types of mosquito, but infinite- 
ly more deadly. It causes malaria! 
fever by biting a =person af- 
fy with the malady and then 
Dilumsing its proboscis into some 
healthy person. The anopheles is 
the only type of mosquito which 
tranemits malaria and yellow fever 
from one person to another. 

This i# the firet year that mos- 
Guito-killing campaigns ave been 
euuBected in this county. The State 
Roard of Health now requires cities 
end counties to engage in the work, 
es a sanitary ®recaution. The city

“Also, I am careful as to my 
shoes, I wear the sensible kind 
which give the feet a chance to 
roathe. 1 never wear shoes that 
pinch and cramp. And I always wear 
either white stockings or stockings 
with white feet. I have found them 
less heating to the feet. If women 
will do as I am doing I am sure 
they will never again have foot 
trouble of any kind.”

Devoted American Runner's 
Loyal Pledge. 


(FROM STARS AND STRIPES, FRANCE.) 

They had been pals together out 
in Council Bluffe—Al Boyson and 
Billy Shupp—and they were, togeth- 
er in Co. L. when their regiment 
sailed from America last fall. Be- 
cause they were young and slim 
end could run like the wind, they 
were chosen as runners, and as run- 
ners they were together on the 
greatest Gay and hour of their lives. 

It came in that historic fortnight 
of July, 1918, for their regiment 


NElwas one of those that waited with 


fixed bayonets when the mighty 
German offensive broke jike the surf 
against the expectant amma line, 
and that did not sit es 

until the Marne and the Oureg lay 
behind them. 

It was the hour when an impor- 
tant message had to be carried from 
the company commander to a deep, 
hidden dugout then serving as bat- 
talion headquarters. written 
message, first read aloud to both of 
them, was thrust into Shupp’s out- 
stretched hand, and he was up and 
awey, like a shot, racing across & 
country all .gouged and quivering 
from the battle, racing over fields 
and roads where shells had been 
falling for hours and still were fall- 
ing With deadly regularyy. 

TWO HUNDRED YARDS BEHIND. 

A minute later—200 yards behind, 
perhaps—came Boysen, for, thus 
managed, that message would have 
a double chance of getting through. 
It was Boysen who delivered it be- 
cause, as he ran, he saw his friend 
struck and tossed into the air in a 
geyser of earth: He himself was 
wounded, painfully wounded in the 
leg, but he was not done for, and 
a few moments later the battalion 
adjutant caught him as he pitched, 
weak and white-faced, into the 
dugout.

THE RUNNERS’ BUSINDSS. 

The runners are the fleet young- 


sters who, as the battle sways andr, 


strains, keep regiment in tcuch with 
battalion, hattalion with company, 
company with platoon. To let each 
unit know how the others are faring, 
1| above all in such fighting as the last 
weeks have seen, to let the nervous 
guns know to what line the surging 
infantrymen have attained, is 
the business cf the runners. The 
story of mtch that is crushed down 
under such verbal impedimenta as 
liaison, reconnaissance and com- 
munications can be told In the terms 
of a brave boy's legs. 

All the fine devices of sciencé to 
quicken and insure communication 
collapse in the swift hours of such 
an advance as began at the Marne 
on July 18.

the telephone wires, though shelled 
again and again into fragments, can 
be repaired and kept intact between 


The T.P.S., or ground telegraph ° 
is admirabie, but its ma¢hinery 
too heavy and its mechanism too 
delicate for the climaxes of open 
warfare. The wireless is wonderful 
until the German buzzer jams it. 
Lamps, flags, every type of visual 
signaling, cannot be employed to 
such advantage on a shifting. battle- 
field all cut with groves and kncils, 
and sometimes catch the enemy eye 
and draw his fire on the signal man.

pay for board and lodging or go to 
work, as is expected of captured 
army officers.

MODERN VAPORIZER HAS 
CERTAINLY PROVED VALUE 


Theory of Car Running Better in Damp 
Weather Demonstrated Long A £0. 


BY BARNEY OLDFIELD. | 


NE of the outstanding develop- 
ments of the past two years 
has been the rapid popularity 

achieved by the type of device gen- 


of’ compilations this means simply, 
some form of equipment to inject 
a certain quantity o? water vapor or 


engine. 

Every man who has driven a car 
knows the sensation of .dded power 
that he has with the engine on a 
damp night, or just before or after 
a rain storm. We used to say a ) 
few years ago that this was all 
imagination. That « iittle dampness 
in the atmosphere could not make 
any difference in the running of the 
éngine. Since that time, however, 
scientists have founi a way to make 
us eat our woris, fur they have 


proved that water does benefit the 
#ngine, when it !s properly intro- 
duced into the fuel chargc. 

At any rate the modein vaporizer 
has pretty well proved it« value and 
my readers may~ be interested in 
hearing something sbout how it 
works and the principles behind it. 

WATER TANK. 

In the main ‘she vaporizer con- 
sists of a water tank, conrected by 
means of piping to ‘he inict :nani- 
fold above the throttic. A control 
is provided so that the flow of water 
may be stopped whenever the criver 
desires it. In using the vaporizer. 
the water must rot be turned on un- 
til the engine has had a chance to 
become hot. so that the liquid may 
be turned into steam, which easily 
mixes with the charge... When the 
water is turned on, after the engine 
has warmed up, it will be noticed 
that there is a very delinite increase 
in power. If the water is turned in- 
to the manifold vwefwre the latter 
has become hot e wan to transform 
it into steam, it strangle the 
operation of the ee ag and even 
stop it. 

There is another type of vaporizer, 
which connects with the radiator 
filer neck. This draws steam from 
the water system into the iniet 
manifold, instead of depending on a 
tank of its own. However, the two 
types have the same end in view. 

BENEFICIAL FUNCTION. ‘ 

Now to try to explain how the 
vaporizer actually performs a bene- 
ficial function tm ihe cperation of 
the engine. It is a fuct that heat is 
a form of power. If the gasoline 
engine could run twice az hot as it 
does, it would have much greater 


lowed, because of the breaking “7 


of the oi! film that protects the mov- 
ing parts when the heat gets exces- 
sive. Now the water that ic present 
in the explosive charse, absorbs a 
certain amount of the heat generat- 
ed in .combustion, which would 
usually be passed on intc the water 
of the cooling system. It retains this 
heat until later in the stroke, when 
it releases -it, after the first fervid 
heat of combustion has passed. This 
withheld heat finds the piston part 
way down in its stroke, when the 
first force of the impact of the ex- 
Ploding charge is gone and adds its 
force to speed the cescending pis- 
ton. Briefly then, the water acts as 
a sort of power storer, absorbing 
a certain quantity of heat, that ts 
power, early in the siroke and re- | 
leasing it later on just when it can 
do the most good. No wonder then 
that the driver saotices an increase 
in power after @ vaporizer has been 
fitted to his engine. 

The friends of vaporized fuel 
feed, claim also that their favorite 
device will decarbonize any motor 
and keep it decarbonized. Frankly, 
I have never seen any proof that 
would convince me that a vaporizer 
could loosen and blow out firmly 
rooted carbon deposits. When car- 
bon is once firmly settled I do not 
believe that water steam or any- 
thing else except elbow grease and 
@ scraper can remove it satisfactor- 
ily. I think it is possible that when 
a vaporizer is fitted to an engine 
that has a light deposit of carbon, 
one which has not yet had time to 
get the flint-like consistency that the 
heavy deposits assume, it may loosen 
the soft carbon, so 
of it may be out of the ex- 
haust. is ia possible, though I 
have never had actual verification 
of it. On the other hand, I do feel 
fairly certain that when a vaporizer 
is installed on a clean engine it 
will prevent future carbonization. 
Therefore. I would advise anyone 
fitting a device of this sort to have 
the cylinders thoroughly cleaned of 
carbon and then put on the va- 
porizer. In those circumstances the 
car owner's carbon troubles will 
very likely be at an end. 

STATEMENTS. 

I have noticed statements made 
by car owners, who claimed that the 
addition of a vaporizer stopped 
chronic cases of preignition and 
knocking. This may very probably 


be entirely true and yet it would not 


mean that the water device had 
cleaned the cylinders of all carbon. 
If the water and steam carried away 
the outstanding particles of carbe@n, 
those tiny Makes that get red hot 
during combustion and retain their 
glowing heat long enough to fire the 
incoming charge; the troubles men- 
tioned would be remedied and yet 
the motor would have its basic de- 
posits of carbon.

Something New. 


THE ELIXIR OF LIFE FOR 
MOTOR CARS DISCOVERED. 


WO very simple ingredients sige 
comprised in this elixir of au~« 
tomebiie life, which consists 

of equal parts of elbow grease and 
lubrication. Properly lubricated and 
kept in tune, there is almost no lim- 
it to the useful tife of a modern 
well-built motor car. ‘With the cer- 
tainty that many of us are going to 
have to get along with our old cars 
for a considerable period, this elixir 
that will keep the oid boat running 
smoothly and efficiently until we can 
get a new one is a matter of vital 
importance. I purpose reviewing! 
the lubrication needs of the car, 
with the practical ends of where 
and how often in view. 


It. is necessary in the first place to 
Warn the car owner to be ‘doubly 
Vigilant now as regards the quality 
of the lubricant he uses. If an oil 
lacking in certain vital essentials is 
used in the mechanical units, its 
failure to provide a buffer between 
the moving parts may result in in- 
jury to the mechanism that will 
be disastrous. The question of parts 
replacement has reached a stage 
that is nearly critical, and proper 
lubrication is insurance against the 
failure of the different moving parts. 
The proper person to decide just 
what lubricant should be used in 
any given car is the manufacturer 
of the vehicle. The car manu- 
facturers maintain laboratories and 
experimental departments to make 
positively sure as to just what lubri- 
cant is needed in each part of the 
mechanism, and they are in better 
position than any private owner to 
be sure in the matter. So when the 
car manufacturer suggests that such 
and such a make of oll of such a 
grade should be used, the car owner 
will do well to follow the directions 
implicitly. 

One mistake that car owners 
sometimes fall into is the purchase | 
of a quantity of ol] of unknown iine- 
age, but cheap price, which the 
seller assures him is just eas good as 
any of the wel)-known’ brands. It 
may be, but it probably is not. There 
are a number of qualities that lu- 
bricating oil must possess, if it is to 
be efficient In a mechanism like the 
automobile, where the parts run at 
high speed with considerable heat. 
Such ofl must have requisite vis- 
cosity; ‘it must be free from vege- 
table olls or foreign substances, it 
must have the proper specific grav- 
ity. It is impossible for the private 
owner to make tests himself, but he 
can buy a branded oil with the cer- 
tainty that they have been made for 
him. Lubrication is the worst pos- 
sible place in which to attempt/ 
economies. 
Of course, every man who runs a 
car realizes that the oil reservoir 
must be kept filled to a certain ieve] 
with cylinder oil, If this is not done 
such parts as bearings, pistons, etc., 
will run dry and burn. But there 
are other parts, such as the trans- 
mission, rear axle gears, upiversals, 
ete., which operate at high speed 
and consequently need coplous lu- 
brication at all times. but which are 
often neglected. Moreover, there 
are many other parts of the mechan- 
ism where the movement is not so 
rapid, but where friction, neverthe- 
less, exists and where there must 
be lubricant if excessive wear is 
to be obviated. For instance, there 
is the steering system; there is con- 
stant movement throughout this 
even on the smoothest road. 
It is not violent movement, but un- 
less adequate lubrication is. secured 
there will be excessive wear. 

Another very common mistake in 
lubrication metheds made by the 
average car owner is the continued 
pouring in of fresh lubricant on top 
of ofl already leng- used. In other 
words, the level is simply brought{A 
up to the proper point, the lubricant 
being a mixture of fresh oi! and 
dirty. The temperatures in the 4if- 
ferent moving units of the car range 
from 200 to 400 degrees. This in fi- 
self causes the formation of a cer- 
tain ammount of sediment in the oil 
after it- has been used for a while. 
In a@dition there is a certain 
amount of wear of the metal parts, 
So that a fine metallic powder is 
ground off into the oil. Now titis oll 
filled with heavy sediment Nas lost 
much of Its lubricating quality. It 
is therefore imperative that period- 
leally the oi) should be drained 
out, the reservoir should be flushed 
out and new lubricant. be instaHed. 

Also fn many engines a certain 
amount of water is formed as one of 
the products of combustion. This 
water forces its way down past the 
piston rings into the oil pump. 
Gradually the water and oil form a 
mixture, which is simply an emu)- 
sion, and not a i tubricant. This 
trouble is more prevalent in ‘winter, 
but it is one mote excellent reason 
for a cleansing of the oil- 
ing system. 

Coming down to specific directions, 
the main oiling system, that in the 
engine, ought to be emptied of its 
lubricant, flushed out with kerosene 
and have fresh oil put in, after every 
500 miles of ru ng. AS a Matter of 
fact, every 300 miles would be tag 
but T’'m the average 
owner would rebel af _ this. When 
this periodic cleansing is carried out, 
the strainer shovld be removed and 
thoroughly cleaned at the same time. 
The engine's olling system is the 
first and most important item in se- 
curing good lubrication, but it is not 
alone. 

Before we leave the engine, the 
generator should have a little oil on 
ite armature bearings. It is common

ignition its armature bearings must 
be olled, through the oil well pro- 
vided. Where a battery distributer 
is used, a distributive drive must 
have oil at the 500-mile intervals 
when the engine is being treated. 

Also, do not forget the fan shaft at 
these mes. 

Next in line we come to the clutch, 
which receives scant attention from 
most owners. While there are many 
types of clutches in use today, all 
‘of them require librication of bear- 
ings and moving parts every 1000 
miles of running, or oftener if pos- 
sible. A disc clutch running tn oil 
should be drained, flushed out and 
refilled with fresh lubricant at 1000 
mile intervals. 

And the poor hard-working uni- 
versal joints, how abominably the 
average owner neglects them. These 
joints turn at engine speed and they 
shculd have their lubricant re- 
newed every 500 miles. Graphite 
grease or flake graphite is best to 
use here, as oil will leak out of the 
best universal cover, and moreover, 
the centrifugal force present tends 
to throw the oil to one side when the 
part is in operation. The universals 
should be cleansed with kerosene 
and then be repacked with fresh 
graphite grease. 

The transmission and rear axle 
do not operate at quite the same in- 
tense speed as the engine parts, but 
they need regular lubrication just 
th same. Both these parts should be 
flushed out with kerosene and re- 
filled with fresh off every 1000 
mites of running. The lubricant for 
use here is a semi-fiuld or heavy cyl- 
Inder oil in summer, while in winter 
a medium cylinder ‘oll will be best. 
Do not use grease in transmission 
or rear axle, as the gears simply cut 


a pathway through this lubricant and 


thereafter run practically dry. 

The wheel bearings, which need 
cup grease or a graphite lubricant, 
should 
and repacked every 2000 miles of 
running. The braking system is more 
Insistent of attention and should be 
thoroughly oiled every 500 mlles, 
and the careful.driver will go over 


the steering. pivots and steering! 


linkage every day that he takes the 
car out. The grease cups on the 
springs should be turned down week- 
ly and in the cantilever construction 
the lubrication of the rulcrum must 
be constantly watched. 

f the car owner will only take 
to heart this lesson of the vita] im- 
portance of lubrication. we ma 
the gtrenuous period ahead without 
fexr. Properly lubricated the pres- 
ent crop of motor cars will tast 
through the war and give excellent 
service to the end. But:ift lubrication 
is neglected the cars will quickly 
deteriorate ang by just so much will 
our national efficiency be 1 
just when it ie vitally essential to 
keep it at its maximum.

“Men, we are at war! The government 
demands food, and it demands that every 
one of us do his part in saving the wheat 
crop, which is now ready for cutting. This 
is so important that every other enterprise 
and business should be stopped, until the 
wheat has been saved. According to the 
estimates sent me from Washington 6000 
harvest hands are needed for this district 
aione, and this town is called upon to fur- 
nish 800. We have got to furnish them 
even though it be necessary to stop every 
bank, store, factory and church while the 
work ig going on.” 

This message Went into every wheat dis- 
trict‘ and every large town. The response 


was immediate. Preachers, lawyers, bank- 


ers, merchants and mechanics dropped their 
usual employment and went out to the 
farms. The State of Kansas got 80,000 such 
men, and 10,000 of that number came from 
Kansas City across the Missouri line. In 
Topeka there were ‘forty-three labor unions 
and forty-one of them took all of their men 
to the wheat fields to aid in harvesting the 
grain. 

It was wonderful the good work that 
these soft-fleshed, velvet-handed men of the 
city did. Some of them, engaged in the 
professions, realized that they could not 
stand the hot sun during the long hours 
from sunrise to sunset, but they arranged 
to do what they could. They came out to 
work ip the morning, and in some cases in 
the afternoons “ind worked until dark. 
Three os four professional men would tell 
a farmer that if he would cut his wheat they 
would be there in the evening to shock it. 
One harvester, for instance, ran his reapers 
and binders all day, and at 4 o’vlock im the 
afternoon an automobile or so, each con- 
taining four lawyers or bankers, would ar- 
rive. They would put the sheaves into 
shocks, and by rushing the work would ac 
complish twice as much as the ordinary 
force. Instances of this nature were com- 
mon throughout the wheat belt, and the 
men who worked were of every class and 
condition. I heard of one ban':er, who had

The Farmerette is Making Good 

all Over the Country. 
HE government has done a great deal 
to increase the farm labor by bringing 


boys and women into the service. . am told 
that the farmerettes are making good, and 


that they are saving the day in many com- 


munities. They have done an enormous 
work in the gathering of the fruit crop, and 
their systematic organization scattered 
through the farm district has been of great 
value. 

The boys of the country have been organ- 
ized by the Labor Department into what is 
known as the boys’ working reserte. Sec- 
retary Houston says that we have some- 
thing like 2,000,00° Doys between the ‘ages 
of 15 and 19, who are not engaged in pro- 
ductive work, and whose services might be 


Utilized for a large part of the year. So 


far something like 250,000 boys have been 
mobilized into this working reserve and 
they have been doing farm work here and 
there all over the country. Many of them 
are city boys who have gone out to the 
farms, and some of the best of the workers 
have been the sons of rich men who had 
never dome farm work before. Take a 
typical case from Chicago. Seventy boys 
were taken from one of the private schools 
there and were put out on seventy farms 
to work during the summer vacation. Each 
accepted his job as a patriotic proposition, 
and was paid wages according to the work 
he was able to do. Of the seventy, sixty- 


eight made good and every one of them 


has been asked to return next year to the 
farm on which he has been working this 
summer. The farmers were afraid to use 
city boys at the start, but they have found 
that they are fully the equals of their own 
boys at home. 3 

In. many of the States, camps for the 
training of boys for farm labor have been 
established in connection with the agricul- 
tural colleges. I n some of these the boys 
live in tents. They wear uniforms and 
have their regular military drills in connec- 
tion with the work. There is one camp in 
Pennsylvania which had at one time 1200 
reserve boys in training, and there were 
forty other liberty camps throughout the 
State in charge of experts. Most of the 
New England districts have done much as 
to mobilizing the boys, and the same is 
true of the States of the West and South. 
In fact, the work hag been going on in 
every part of the Union, and it promises to 
be of more and more value as long as the 
war continues.

What is said to be the very largest stone 
ever cut by human hands lies in an aban- 
doned quarry near the ruins of Baalbek, in 
Syria. This mammoth obelisk is about 
seventy-five feet long, eighteen feet high, 
and fifteen feet wide. Its weight is esti- 
mated at 1500 tons. High up in the wall of 
an old castle at Baalbek are other stones 
nearly as large. No one knows when the 
massive blocks were quarried, or how they 
were moved from place to place and hoisted 
into position, for the race that hewed them 
into shape carved no inscription or me 
morials upon them. 


The following seeds have grown after 
keeping for ten years: Beet, cabbage, car- 
rot, celery, cauliflower, chicory, cucumber, 
eggplant, endive, gourd, muskmelon, okra, 
radish, squash, ground cherry, turnip and 
watermelon. 


ABU SIMBEL. 
The temples of Abu Simbel are a group 
of rock-cut shrines in the banks of the Nile. 


The four giant colossi guarding the entrance 


to the main temple gaze tranquilly over the 
river from their rocky perch. For ages 
these huge figures have kept their vigil by 
the waters, weary yet faithful sentinels of 
the Nile. They are supposed to represent 
Rameses the Second, and smaller figures of 
the great king's queens and children keep 
watch with their husband and father. 

Behind the colossi, over the temple door, 
rows of dog-headed apes look towards the 
sun in perpétual adoration. The temple was 
built in honor of Ra, the sun god, Inside, in 
the great entrance hall, Ra himself with 
Khem and two lesser gods, wait with folded 
arms and soiemn faces for the offering of 
worshipers long since returned to dust. The 
halls are dark and gloomy until the sun 
comes up over the Nile Valley. Then for a 
few moments, sunlight slips past the guar- 
dians at the entrance and strikes the silent 
figures of the gods. The shaft of gold lights 
the dim halls and turns the dark figures to 
statues of bronze and gold. It fades again. 
leaving the temple dark as before. 

The walls and columns are covered with 
hieroglyphics, telling the glory of Rameses's 
reign, the namesagd number of his children 
and queens. They tell of Nefrere, his sister: 
and best beloved consort, of the battle with 
the Hittites, of wars with Syria, Libya and 
Ethiopia. According to the evidence set 
forth on the walls and pillars Rameses had 
no small idea of his own importance. 

At the foot of one of the colossi a soldier 
of Psammetichus the Second sometinie in 
the year 593 B. C. wrote his name, idly ob- 
taining immortality.

For, when in 
my study of world bells I began to look into 
the history of the Mission bells, I realized 
that I had found “virgin gold,” both from 
the standpoint of history and campanology. 

So many questions arose. Were these 
the first bells ever heard in California? If 
not, what ones were the first rung—when, 
and where? When did the first mission 
bells arrive—and from where? Who cast 
them? How did they get here? How were 
they hung? What hope, joy, fealty, rebel- 
lion, penitence, forgiveness, have they ex- 
pressed—and to whom? 


He Who Rang the First 
Church Bell in California. 


O FORTY-NINER ever worked with 


more zest— joyous zest—than I, to find 
the answers to these questions. And they 
had to be accumulated much as the miner 
collects his nuggets—information seldom is 
to be found in “pocket.” 

Unfortunately, there never was a com- 
plete inventory of the mission bells, either 
prior to or after secularization; but from all 
the records available it appears that during 
the growth of mission life there were more 
than a hundred tower bells in use. But even 
those small ones brought by Fray Serra, as 
he trudged north from Baja California to 
San Diego, or the larger ones sent overland, 
later, which he had requisitioned from the 


recently taken over Jesuit missions, were. 


not the first to sound on California shores. 
A barefooted, black-robbed, white-cloaked 
Carmelite friar, in 1602, immediately upon 
the landing of the officers and sailors of 
V'scaino’s exploring expedition on the t-eaeh 
of Monterey, commanded them to mass by 
the ringing of a bell. In the record of thetr 
trip, still in existence, may be found: “Dur- 
ing this act of piety, vigorous peals were 
rung.” 

Bells played so important a part in the 
mission life that it is not strange that Fray 
Serra also recorded the ringing of bells 
when he first wrote to his friend, Fray 
Palou, after the San Diego Mission was 
founded. Again, a year later, when the 
“lost Bay of Monterey” was found, he wrote 
of hanging the bells. Well-authenticated 
tradition says that they were hung on the 
same tree used by the Carmelites nearly 
200 years before. 

A much-loved poet, Elifa A. Otis, caught 


the essence of the oceasion: 


“Here beneath the oak limbs’ shelter, 
First their mission belle they swung; 
Making echoes strange and sacred, 


Which the high stars leaned to hear.” 

As the padres searched for other loca!i- 
ties suitable for their purposes, they in- 
variably took one or more bells, packed by cast 


mules. The bells were rot large, usually

hiding and listening to the unwonted sounds. 
He finally came into sight and witnessed 
the founding of San Antonio de Paden Mis- 
sion. 


Not long afterward other padres came. 


from Mexico, bringing bells. But even these 
are not enough for the projected missions, 
and when Fray Serra went to Mexico City 
in 1772, he asked for still more. 


“According to custom the King donates 
two bells,” he reminded the Viceroy in the 
new famous memorial. “San Gabriel needs 
the two bells; Santa Clara agd San Fran- 
cisco, when established, will each need two 
bells.” . Then he went on to explain that 
“having seen the four bells cast at San Blas 
fcoundryand comparing their cost with those 

in Mexico City, ‘found that the city 
belts woukd cost. 


With awe the humble neophyte, 
On bended knee, each morn and night, 


Tells o'er his beads in deep contrition.” 


But the natives soon forgot their dis- 
cipline; and the following year, while some 
of the padres were away to found San Juan 
Capistrano, they revolted. When the news 
reached the absentees, they hastily buried 
the bells—not yet hung—and returned to 
the aid of their friends. Tradition has it 
that when they returned the following year, 
Fray Serra himself exhumed and hung 
the bells. 

And the missions increased. With their 
grewth came the need for still more bells. 
Some came from Mexico City; possibly one 
or two from Spain; certainly many from 
Peru. Two were left by the Russians when 
they gave up their thought of acquiring 
some of California. In the beginning of 
the nineteenth century several came from 
Massachusetts: but they were never so be- 
loved as the unpolished Spanish bells, which 
bore a saint's name. 

Long journeys these bells made, and 
slow. if from Cadiz or Barcelona, they 
came first to Havana, then around the Horn 
te San Diego or Monterey. Or, possibly, 


they first went to Mexico City, and trot 
there to La Paz, where they took passage 
for their final destination. 

Doubtless many bells, ordered with antici- 
pation of long service, never reached the 
missions. Somec of those requisitioned from 

and other Lower California points 
were at sea; others, owing to diffiicul- 
ties of transportation, were not always care- 
fully handied. Hardly anything is more 
awkward to handle than a tower bell; and a 
letter, dated May, 1829, Tepec, Mexico, and 
written by Juan Bau Maitorena to Don 
Jose de la Guerra, mmandante of the 
Presidio of Santa , speaks of this: 

“It will mot be strange that several of 
the metals will arrive with broken feet, 
for the carriers have treated them as though 
they were rocks. The clapper of the bell, 
in number seven, is for the Mission San 
Rafael.” 

Even after the bells were brought ashore, 
the task remained of getting them to the 
inJand missions on iow, ox-drawn warts 
whose creaking wheels moved slowly over 
the highway. A story is told of the convey- 
ance of a number of bells from San Antonio 
to San Miguel. The roads were rough, the 
natives indifferent. When the carts arrived 
at the mission the padre in charge checking 
off the bells found the list incomplete. In- 
quiry but served to strengthen his suspicion 
that one of the drivers had stolen the miss 
ing bell. But more than a hundred vears 
after it was found in the brush of the hill, 
and now hangs in one of the northern 
missions. 


The Life of All the Missions - 
Centered in the Bells. 


HE life that centered in and around the 

missions was so much influenced by:- 
the church bells that before speaking of 
them as they are today it may be well to 
recall it. Everyone was roused by them 
at dawn. Nightly all went to bed at the 
same signal. Even the laboring animals 
understood them and obeyed. 

When visitors came to ine missions dit. 
ferent strokes signified their status. A 
padre comes. An Indian approached. “Peo- 
ples of reason.” as the Indians called the 
Spaniards, draw nigh. When a great per- 
son came, as La Perouse, heading a world- 
circling scientific expedition in 1786, the 
natives hurried to obey the command, and 
stood at attention as he passed by. 

Vancouver, Duhaut-Cilly, Robinson, Sir 
George Simpsvun—all mention this custom. 
But it remained for our own John Me- 
Groarty, who never saw the missions until 
they were abandoned and forlorn, to ring 
the bells himeelf. 


“Dream-wrapped in memory’s mystic 
I rang the rusted mission bell 

And called to hill and vale and sea 

To give their dead again to me— 

The brown-robed priests, the altar lights, 
The hosts of durk-eyed neopnytes.”

farmer is one of the most conserva- 

tive of men. Although not opposed to 
new ideas and new ways as such, he is 

not by nature one to become instantly en- 
tiusiastic over every innovation that is sug- 
gested for the carrying on of his ageold 


business. When the inescapable logic of a 


change in methods ig presented to him he 
is willing enough to be convinced, but he is 
ordinarily too much occupied making a liv- 
ing in the tried and tested ways that are 
familiar to him to be bothering all the time 
“Whout the latest wrinkles in “scientific ef- 
ficiency.” Hence it is that farming methods 
have changed more slowly than those of 
any other calling. 

It is not that the farmer has been 
peculiarly lacking in initiative in seekng 
out labor-saving and production-increasing 

methods. Necessity, the mother of inven- 
tion, ig also the creative impulse back of 
much of that in men which we call “initia- 
tive.” The frenzied competition in modern 
industry and business has forced the men 
of the cities to depend more and more upon 
machines and machine-like systems that 
have had to be scrapped or modernized 
every time some new genius of invention or 
organization has come forward with a brand 
new scheme for increasing outputs or 
returns. The individual or corpora- 
tion without the acumen and initiative to 
keep abreast of modern and efficient meth- 
ods drops behind in the race. Farming, on 
the other hand, is an occupation in which 
mere competition, as it is understood in 
other industries, does not play so big a 
part and in which, under ordinary condi- 
tions, industry, application and “savy,” 
rather than the persistent pursuit of the 
newest and latest in methods, have been 
tound to make for success. 

Until the world war came along and 
turned farming and everything else topsy 
turvy, the farmer cannot be said really to 
have been confronted with any compelling 
necessity for seeking revolutionary meth- 
ods either for increasing his production or 
meeting the ordinary requirements of his 
calling. As one after another of the agri- 
cultural mechanisms and tools now re- 
garded as indispensable to successful farm- 
ing have been called to his attention, he 
has very deliberately and very critically 
studied them and put them to every prac 
tical test conceivable, including that of 
time, before accepting them. Once his

ASHINGTON C.)--The estab- 


ton industry in the irrigated valleys 
of the Southwest is assured, according to 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, if present demands are maintained, 
prices remain near the present level, and if 
labor is available to harvest the Jarge 
crops which have been planted. 

War demands had much to do with the 
reeent phenomenal growth,-much of the 
product being taken for special automobile 
tires, and for airplane and balloon fabrics. 

The industry of growing this long-staple 
cotton was started in the Salt River Valley 
of Arizona, and has since spread to the 


Reclamation Project in California 


and Arizona, the Gila Valley of Arizona, and 


' the Imperial, Palo Verde and San Joaquin 


valleys of California. The crop Tas in- 
creased in value from $44,000 in 1912 to 
$6,000,000 in 1917, and the area planted for 
this year’s harvest, 86,500 acres,“is more 
than double that planted last year. 

It is sald that the belief is still prevalent 
that the American -Egyptian cotton-growing 
industry is as yet too small to be worth 
serious consideration and that while the 
product is of value there is not enough of 
it to De worth going after in the market. 
Also the transportation rates from the 
Southwest were so much higher than from 
Egypt that the American product was at a 
commercial disadvantage. These. condl- 
-tions have been reversed, however, since 
the war began. \ 

SOME LATE FIGURES. | 

In 19123, the latest pre-war year, only 3800 
acres were planted. This year 86,500 acres 
were seeded, and at least 70,000 acres will 
be harvested, the difference representing 
_the proportion that may be abandoned be- 
fore picking time, the abandonment being 
due, in most ¢ases, to the faflure to get a 
good stand.

Much work must be accomplished; 
things must be done, and it -takes the big 


j tractor to do them. The big tractor can 


pull more plows and thus speed up the 
plowing. It can plow deeper and thus im- 
prove the seed bed and produce bigger and 
better crops. It can sub-soil, it can clear 
and level otherwise worthless lands, it can 
pull the. big combined harvesters that har- 
vest the grain and bean crops quickly and 
economically. And the ever-increasing de- 
mand for the big , owerful tractors, is evi 
dence than the farmers of America recog- 
nize these facts. 

“It must not be inferred from this that

WINTER COVER CROPS 
IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


Organic matter is 
particularily apt to be lost from soils In an 
arid region, such as is comprised in South- 
ern California, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah 
and Nevada. The intense dry heat, coupled 
with the necessity for stirring our solls fre 
quently in order to conserve water provides 
optimum .conditiong for the burning out of 
our organic matter. Unless we add to this 
store of organic matter, sooner or tater our 
lands will become barren. 


Organic matter can be added to soils by 
the use of animal manures, green manures, 
bean straw, alfalfa hay and refuse of one 
kind and The Food AdnAnistra- 
tion has recently ruled that the use of bean 
straw and other edible mulching substances 
shall be discontinued in orchards during the 
period of the war. The supply of animal 
manures ig far below the demand. There 
therefore remains mo way of adding to our 
soil fertility other than by the use of a 
green manure crop. 

The most generally used green manure 
crop in California.ig Melilotus indica, a 
bitter clover, indigenous to Southern Calli 
fornia. It has a wider adaptation than any 
other, grows vigorously, yields heavily. and 
has no serious pest. On account of the fact 


meets a real requiremen, in the long-staple/that Melilotus, ag well as other cover crops, 


grows very slowly during cool weather, it 
should be planted as early as possible, even 
during the latter part of August, or early in 
September. .This requires irrigation water 
in order t® get it started. The usual 
method of sowing Melilotus in orchards is 
to broadcast one-half the seed crosswise, 
followed by a light harrowing to cover the 
seed. The orchard is then furrowed out and

Im open, porous soils, the seed should 
be planted more deeply’ than tm heavier 
soils. Better results can be olitained by 
cultivating it In deeply, or drilling it, than 
by , broadcasting and harrowing in under

While this plant is not 
high in nutritive value nér suitable for feed 
until it has been properly ground, the spe 
clalists of the United States Department of 
Agriculture have found that in seasons of 
drought when range grasses and other 


sources of feed fail, it can be used to save 
cattle and sheep from starving. By the | 
addition of a little cottonseed meal with | 
ground Yucca a fairly well-balanced ration | 
is made. By using this feed without waste, 
in dry seasons only, a fair crop will always 
be available, If it is used properly and due

POLATO GROWERS. DO NOT AGREE. 
WITH THOMPSON 'S ASSERTIONS. 


0 EITTLE controversy has arisen over 

the statement of Chegter W. Thomp- 

son, chairman of the Fair-price Com- 
mittee of Los Angeles, that this section is 
not adapted to the raising of votatoes and | 
had better give up producing them and look | 
to some other territory to supply us. In 
commenting upon Mr. Thompson's conten- 
tions, the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau 
Monthly for August says: 

“Mr, Thompson surprised the farmers not 
a little when he stated that Southern Call- 
fornia is not adapted to the production of 
potatoes except under extraordinary condi- 
tions. He advised farmers to produce only 
enough for local spring markets, asserting 
that Los Angeles county farmers cannot 
compete with potato growers in other sec- 
tions on account of low yields and high iand 
values. He stated that the fair list prices 
are determined not according to local condi- 
tions but according to market conditions in 
the big Eastern markets. 

“We beg to disagree radically with Mr. 
Thompson's recommendations to the grow- 
ers. This is a most inopportune time to 
give such a recommendation. We have been 
short on wheat for some months and will 
continue to ship most of it abroad. Pota- 
toes furnish a satisfactory substitute for 
wheat and in a sense we were fortunate 

that we had an abundance of potatoes at 
the time we were called on to cut our wheat 
consumption in two. We shall continue to 
need potatoes in large quantities. Our Food 
Administration has carried on a systematic 
campaign to increase potato consumption.

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AGRICULTURAL CLUBS, THEIR 
ORIGIN AND THEIR PURPOSES. | 


By W. R. Ralston, Assistant State Club Leader. 


HEN Congress passed the Smith-Lever 
W bill, which provides for demonstra- 

tions in agriculture through co-oper- 
ation with the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the State colleges of agri- 
culture, the work Was divided. into three 
parts: farm advisers, home economics 
demonstrators and boys’ and girls’ agricul- 
tural club leaders. Thus provision was 
made to assist, collect: and distribute in- 
formation to the entire farm family. The 
work of the farm adviser and the home eco- 
nomics demonstrators is only too well 
known, yet the boys and girls have been 
working just as successfully under the same 
type of leadership. 


An agricultural club is a means whereby 
young men and some women gain experience 
and profit from farming through the practice 
of it, under the supervision of trained men. 
If the boy or girl is to gain any real practical 
experience, the available land must be large 
enough So that the operations may be carried 
on under field conditions. If the undertak- 
ing is to be profitable, such as a farm should 


‘the whole farm and the cotumnicnity is signi- 
ficant and valuable. 

The supervision of the work and the or- 
ganization of these clubs ‘must be in the 
hands of agriculturally trained men who can 
give assistance and instruction in the same 
manner gs does the farm adviser. Adequate 
and paid supervision must be provided be- 
fore a club can be organized. 


“WORK IN CALIFORNIA. 


There are in Los Angeles county three 
high school teachers of agriculture, who 
have been co-operatively employed with the 
United States Department of Agriculture and 
the University of California, to organize and 
supervise high school clubs and as many 
elementary school clubs as possible.

PICKING EWES FOR

If they have dull eyes, 
barsh fleeces, pale, dry skins, a general 
run-down and unthrifty condition, and poor 
teeth, due to old age, they should be dis- 
posed of at ance. If there is a contrary 
good condition, the thinness may be safe- 
ly attributed to the fact that the ewes 
have been heavy milkers and have raised 
pairs of strong, thrifty a Such ewes 
should be retained and if of sreneres

OBSERVE IN 
SING A FARM TRACTOR. 


A few general rules to follow in buying 
a tractor, set down by Prof. J. B. Davidson 
of the agricultural engineering department 
of the University of California, in a speech 
made by him at the State Fair, will be of 
value to @xe prospective power farmer. 
The university expert's observations fol- 
low: 

(1.) Be sure to ge?ta tractor of the right 
design. Consider the conditions of your 


work, the nature of your land, the kind of

work you expect to do. Then get a tractor 
that will be able to do satisfactory work un- 
der your most severe conditions. 

(2.) Be sure to get a tractor with plenty 
ot power. Get one that is big enough and 
powerful enough to do your heaviest work. 
Don’t figure only on your ave work and 
then ovePload the machine for Weep plow- 


- {ng or for pulling an extra heavy joad. Play 


safe by pulling a load well within the ability 
of your tractor to handle and it will give 
far better service and its life will be great- 
ly increased. Too many farmers make the 
mistake of getting a tractor too small for 
their work. Get one with ample power and 
you will make no mistake. 

(3.) Get a tractor that is honestly built. 
The cheap tractors may be worth while un- 
der some excertional circumstances, but it 


is only the exception that proves the ,ule 
that Quality pays, in tractor buying as’ in 
most everything else. 
(4.) Consider who builds the tractor 
you buy. It is important that the tractor 
you buy should be built by a sound com 
pany whose business is established on a 
solid foundation. There are still quite a 
siderable number of tractors scattered 
throughout the country that have not given 
the length of service they should simply 
because the manufacturer went out of busi- 
nese and left his customers with “orphan” 
tractors on their hands. 

(5.) Consider the service you will get 
with your tractor. When you purchase a 
tractor you are not interested in the actual 
iron and steel you get, but in acres plowed 
and harvested, tons hauled, etc. Thus your 
interest is not in getting a tractor that will 
simply be dumped on your hands, but one 
that will be backed by services on the part 
of the manufacturer, prompt shipment cf 
repair party, the supplying of expert service 
men, when required, etc. 

These are a few points, Prof. Davidson 
pointed out, which, if the prospective pdur- 
chaser of a tractor will observe them care- 
fully, will enable him to avoid some of the 
more serious pitfalls in the purchase a a 
tractor. 


WOMEN HARVESTERS 
WANTED IN NORTH.

A great. deal of in- 
struction about drying fruite and vege 
tables has been unfortunately published in 
some of the California papers this year that 
never appiles to our conditions here at all. 
We need no artificial heat for curing fruit 
in California. The open sunshine is usual- 
ly sufficient except right near the coast 
where the fogs at night and early morn- 
ing rather interrupt the process. To over 
come this the solar dryers have been 
evolved on about the same principle as our 
solar water heaters for the home. We il- 
lustrate the device of the captain, a friend 
of ours, with which he has stocked his 
cellar with so many good things to eat 
that he could take care of a considerable 
number of hig neighbors if any shortage 
should occur in food supplies. 

Success in drying fruits and vegetables 
depends upon the observance of a few 
fundamental principles and the quality of 
the product depends upon the care em- 
ployed in the selection of the raw material, 
upon proper preparation for drying, and 
upon careful curing or sweating of the 
product after it has dried long enough. 
Every homecrofter should send to the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washington for 
a copy of Bulletin No. 984, upon this sub- 
ject of Home Drying of Fruits and Vege- 
tables, it is free and will be very valuable. 

The principle involved in the solar, dryer 
is exactly the same in the cold frame or 
forcing box. It must be ventilated and the 
box inclined so that the glass top or tops 
secure as much of the sun as possi- 
ble.

Furthermore, it should be remembered 
that the cost of doing the work with a 
tractor In most cases cannot be directly 
compared with the cost of doing it with 
horses, since on farms where tractors are 
used a number of horses generally are re- 
tained and any comparison, therefore, must 
be made between the cost of operating the 
farm with horses alone and the cost of op- 
*| erating with the tractor and a certain num- 
ber of horses. 

Not infrequently horses stand idle while 
the tractor is being used for field work, 
because there is not sufficient help avail- 
able to use them at the same time, and in 
such cases part of the cost of their main- 
tenance must be considered when figuring 
the cost of farm operations, since they are 
as much a part of the farm power plant as 
is the tractor. 

Not only should the relative expense of 
operation with the two methods be con- 
sidered, but also the relative results. The 
increased crop acreage and consequent 
increase in incomes which the purchase of 
the tractor will often make possible may 
much more than offset a slight increase in 
the operating expenses of the farm.

NITRATE DELIVERED 
TO MANY FARMERS.

nitrate of soda from Chile, bought through 
the War Department that the need for 


by the United States Department of. Agrt- 
culture, according to an announcement re- 
cently issued by the Bureau of Markets. 

The nitrate was sold and delivered under 
authority of the Food Control Act, which 
authorized the President to procure and 
sell nitrate of soda at cost for the purpose 
of increasing food production, and appro- 
priated $10,000,000 for this purpose. The 
War Industries Board was designated by 
the President to make arrangements for the 
purchase of the nitrate and the Secretary 
of Agriculture was charged with its sale 
and distribution. The nitrate was sold .at 
$75.50 a ton at ports, its cost as nearly as 
it could be determined in advance. Appli- 
cations for more than 120,000 tons, the total 
amount purchased in Chile, was received 
by the department in February, 1918. On 
account of shortage of available shipping it 
was possible to bring in only 75, pec 
leaving on hand in Chile between 3

tr; 40,000 tons. Ships have just been assigned 


by the Shipping Board for the transporta- 
tion to this country of the remainder of the 
nitrate contracted for last year which, of 
course, cannot be used this season. 

No announcement can be made at this 
time, says the statement from the depart- 
ment, as to whether nitrate will be offered 
for sale to farmers next year. The ques- 
tion of procuring nitrate for agricultural 
purposes is closely connected with the de 
mand for nitrate for munitions and with the 
availability of tonnage for bringing in the 
nitrate. It has been intimated to the de- 
partment by the War Industries Board and 
the War Department that the need for 
nitrate for munitions is such that it ts 
doubtful whether it will be possible to im- 
pert any next year for use as fertilizer. 


VELVET BEANS FOR 
FATTENING CATTLE. 


Corn silage and velvet beans are said to 
form a satisfactory ratiqgn for fattening 
steers for market. This is the result of 
feeding experiments just completed at the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
farm ‘at Beltsville, Md. 

Other points brought out by the tests in- 
dicate that velvet beans compare favorably 
with cottonseed meal, producing profitable 
gains when the beans are the sole concen- 
trate of the ration: ; that it is more profitable 
to feed soaked beans than it is to grind 
them; and that more beans will be eaten 


if soaked before they ave fed than if they 
are fed drv.

NEED OF TRON AND 
STEEL IN FARMING. 


Following the receipt of letters from 
hardware dealers indicating a serious short- 
age in the kinds of iron and steel used by 
country blacksmiths and in farming opera- 
tions, the Bureau of Markets made a survey 
of stocks held by wholesale hardware (deal- 
ers and of their estimated needs for six 
months. A questionnaire was sent to deal- 
ers who furnish supplies directly or 
through retail dealers to country  black- 
smiths and farming communities. Replies 
from some 250 dealers indicate that in most 
instances supplies on hand June 1, 1918, 
were much less than thoce of a year ago. 
Many dealers reported a shortage below 
actual requirements for the next six 


months, particularly in the case of barbed 
wire, nails and: other fen¢cimg materials, 
sheets for roofing and for silos, and steel 
bars of a size suitable for wagon 

and farm repair work. : 


Because of the need for fron and steel 
tn war industries the priorities committee 
of the War Industries Board requires deal- 
ers in need of supplies to file a statement, 
on blanks provided for that purpose, show- 
ing the uses for which the materials are 
desired. The committee then gives the 
dealer a rating, determinel by the essential 
character of the supplies required, and the 
higher ratings receive the first attention 
In distributing the available iron and steel.

EUROPEAN STOCK. 


HE acute shortage of feeding stuffs in/ 

France, the Central Powers, and the 

Northern neutrals has led to experi- 
ments with all sorts of wild vegetation, 
often restuling in their successful adop- 
tion as substitutes for ordinary fodder. The. 
results of some of thesé experiments are 
described by an investigator for the United 
States Food Administration as follows: 

In France, where the shortage has been 
keenly felt, especially in the case of oats, 
the first experiments were made with a 
kind of seaweed called laminaires, com- 
mon on the Breten coast. Experiments are 
said to have shown that as a feeding stuff, 
three pounds of seaweed were equivalent 
to four pounds of oats., Horses which were 
fed on it grew fattef during the period of 
experimentation than those fed on oats; 
and animals suffering from lymphangitis, 
an epidemic disease which is rife among 
wounded horses at the front, improved 
under the diet, the disease eventually dis- 
appearing entirely. Grass wrack, another

used extensively. 

REEDS FOR HOGS. 


The French authorities recommend the 
use of fresh reeds for pigs, and a reed 
flour for fodder was put on the market in 
Fra last February. Reeds are also used 
in Germany, where the Minister of Agri- 
culture recently declared that fodder ob- 
tained from reeds procured green before 
the blossoming period is quite equal to good 
meadow hay. The collection and sale of 
reeds is regulated in Germany by the gov- 
ernment, and a maximum price of $1.25 
per hundredweight is fixed. eri 

With acorns, horse chestnuts and seeds of 
forest trees thé French government has 
made the most careful experiments, and 
“has issued full information as to the use 
-of these for substitutes. Acorns may be 
eaten by all animals, though in differing 
amounts. For horses, seven pints of acorns 
are said to be equal to a little over five 
pints of oats. Acorn feeding should be sus- 
pended for @ «reek after continuous use 
for a month. Horses and cattle should 
have raw acorns crushed and the husks 
removed. For ptgs, the acorns should be 
crushed into a coarse meal and mixed with 
cooked potatoes, or cooked with, potatoes.

The cuttings of all trees and shrubs may 
be utilized, with exception of bird-cherry, 


laburnum, ivy, acacia and alder. The ma- 
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terial should be collected in the winter, be- 
fore the buds burst. Sheep and goats can 
eat it unchopped; for other uses it is cut 
fine in a chaff cutter and used wet or dry; 
but it must be kept dry if preserved at all, 
ctherwise it will mildew. This year it will 
be cellected officially in Germany. 

EVEN BUGS UTILIZED. 

The German Leaf Fodder Office states 
that, “the young spring leaves are the most 
valuable for the making of leaf fodder, as 
the cellulose is still tender and soft and 
its layers supple and alive. The cells are 
full of life and filled to the utmost with 
plasma and sap. They are rich in salt, 
starch and sugar. Hence, it should be coi- 
lected chiefly during May and June, as it 
contains more nourishment then than later 
summer. Ten hundredweight of 
leaf fodder collected in May and June con- 
tain the same amount of digestitve matter 
as fourteen hundredweight collected in the 
autumn. It is also more nutritious then, 
gives the horses an appetite, strengthens 
their digestion, and is good for their

tention that the drop is due to a deficiency 
of sulphur in the soil. As a matter of fact, 
whenever potash hag been added to the soil 
of the orange grove it was in the form of 
sulphate, in which case sulphur has also 
been added; relatively to the needs of the 
tree, 5.4 times as much as potassium in the 
case of the wood; 7.8 times as much in that 
of the leaves; and nineteen times as much 
in that of the fruit. In this case as in 
some others I have observed, the, effect of 
ong element is attributed to another which 
is always added with it. 

“It is unaccountable that the need of 


sulphur in the soil is so universally nez- 


lected when a soil without this clement is 
absolutely barren, while, though it doeg not 
seem to be generally known, sulphur is 
more often than potash, or phosphofi¢ acid, 
deficient at least in California soils.
